DEMOCRATS AND TUB ARBITRATION TREATY 

The present indications are that the ar- 
bitration treaty is going to be defeated. 
Curiously, the Democrats are against it 
almost to a man 

It would be natural to suppose that 
they would be favorable to it in view of 
the fact that a Democratic President and 
Secretary of State framed it. But this is 
not the case. The thousands of good cit- 
izens who, ii respective of party, are now 
petitioning Congress for favorable action 
on this treaty may be interested in know- 
ing that the Democratic members af tne 
Senate generally are opposing and are 
likely to defeat it, while on tho other 
hand the Republican members are unani- 
mously supporting it. The Democratic 
members are, some of them, basing their 
opposition on the belief that Great Brit- 
ain would be more likely 10 control the 
action of the United States in regard to 
silver if this treaty should be entered 
into, while other members are basing 
their opposition on lose important 
grounds. 

While the Republican members are 
favorable to the confirmation of the 
treaty, the chances are apparently very 
much against it, since the rules of the 
Senate require • two thirds vote to con- 
firm a treaty, and the Republicans have 
less than one-half of the members of that 
body 

QOLD PRODUCTION OK THE WORLD. 

The gold productions of the year 1890, 
it appears from figures just made public 
here, are the largest that the world has 
ever known. It is a little curious that in 
the face of tho agitation in favor of the 
rehabilitation of silver as a Joint currency 
with gold, the gold mines of the world 
should have turned out more of the yel- 



low metal in 1880 than ever before. But 
tttis seems to be a fact. According to 
The Engineering and Mining Journal, a 
very high authority, the gold produc- 
tions of the world for 1896 amount to 
ISW.500.t00. This is much in excess 
of any preceding year in the history of 
gold mining of the world. It is more 
than double the average production of a 
short decade ago. In 1480 the gold pro- 
duction of the world was only 1106,163.. 
900. In 1896 it was. as above indi- 
cated, 1318,500,000. In the put 
twenty years the gold production of the 
world had quadrupled. From 1870 to 
1880 the gold production of the world 
averaged only 57 millions per annum, 
while today it is practically four times 
that much yearly, and still increasing. It 
is also interesting to observe in this con- 
nection that the United States is produc- 
ing more gold today than any other part 
of the world. The production of our 
gold mines in 1890 was 57 million dollars; 
those of Africa 45 million; Australia 43 
million; Russia 31 million; Mexico 7 mil- 
lion, and the remainder of the world 
about 30 million. 

INTERNATIONAL niMRTAl LIC CONFERENCE. 

t Notwithstanding the facts cited above, 
the Republican leaders here are moving 
steadily forward in their efforts to bring 
about an international conference in 
favor of bimetallism. The bill which 
passed the Senate a few days sgo will 
■ shortly be taken up iu the House and

thoroughly Republican body. Every 
development since the election of Major 
McKinley and the meeting of Congress 
has shown that the Republican leaders 
are thoroughly in earnest in their deter- 
mination to carry out the pledges of the 
party in regard to international bimetal- 
lism, and there can be no doubt that 
before this Congress adjourns a bill au- 
thorizing President McKinley to appoint 
delegates to an international conference 
and to call such a conference, if nec- 
essary, will become a law. unless Presi- 
dent Cleveland should veto it. Even if 
he should do so. it would probably past 
over bis veto 

THE TARIFF BILL. 

The Ways and Means Committee is 
pushing III work rapidly on the new Tariff 
Bill and expects to have it practically com- 
pleted by the end of the manth. President 
McKinley, it is now understood, will call 
an exlra session of Congress to meet March 
15th to consider the Tariff only, and it is 
believed that the bill will pass the House 
inside of two weeks from the time of the 
meeting of Congress, and that unless the 
Democrats and Populists interpose seri- 
ous obstacles it will pass the Senate by 
the middle or at least the end of April 
and be on the statute books by the first 
of May . This is the Republican program. 
If it is delayed it will be through action 
of those who are opposed to the orinci 
pies and methods of that party.
